fective date of this ordinance, any 
orchard heaters which fail to com- 
ply with section 6033 of this ar- 
ticle, but which can be converted 
so they will comply with said sec- 
tion 6033, may continue to use 
such heaters for frost protection. _ 

However, such noncomplying 
heaters shall be converted so that 
they comply with section 6033, or 
shall be replaced by heaters which 
comply with section 6033, pur- 
suant to the following schedule: 

Twenty per cent on or before 
November 1, 1964; an additional 
20 per cent on or before Novem- 
ber 1, 1965; an additional 20 per 
cent on or before November $1, 
1966; an additional 20 per cent 
on or before November 1, 1967 
and the final. 20 per cent on or 
before November 1, 1968. 

Failure to convert or replace 
said noncomplying heaters in ac- 
cordance with the provision of 
this section shall be a misdemean- 
or. 

Section 6035, prohibition of 
sale of heaters. It shall be un- 
lawful to sell, or offer to sell, for 
use for frost protection within the 
county of Tulare any orchard 
heater which does not comply with 
section 6033 of this article or 
which cannot be modified to com- 
ply with section 6033. 

It is further provided in the 
proposed ordinance that any per- 
son violating any of the provisions 
of the ordinance shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall be punishable 
by a fine of not more than $500, 
or by imprisonment in the coun- 
ty jail for not more than six 
months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. :

“Why didn’t someone think o: 
this a long time ago?” Mounte 
on a steel extension from the tool 
bar, the cultivator has a leadin: 
edge that can be set for tilt and 
depth — around two inches being 
used in some cotton fields. 

As the leading edge cultivates 
and mulches, metal wings, extend- 
ing back in a V shape, mold the 
furrow. The wings are hinged 
in front and are held together in 
the back by an adjustable bar, 
giving them free movement arvund 
any obstacle, such as clods, be- 
tween rows; because of design the 
tool maintains a straight-away po- 
sition unless it hits an obstacle. 
As many units can be mounted on 
a tractor as the tool bar is de- 
signed for. 

Nelson is constructing the tool 
in three widths — 18 inch, 24 
inch and 30 inch, with present re- 
tail prices running $21.50, $28.00 
and $38.00. Depth of the wings 
is varied to meet specific require- 
ments. 

How did Nelson happen to get 
the idea? 

“Well,” he says, “I wag out cul- 
tivating one Sunday when I should 
have been in church. I was hav- 
ing trouble with my furrowing 
machine and I just got to think- 
ing that there must be a better 
way. The idea struck me — and 
that was it.” 

This was three years ago, and 
since then Nelson has been ex- 
perimenting at his welding shop 
on old highway 65 near Tea Pot 
Dome. He has the ‘‘bugs’’ out 
now, and for several months he 
has been “in production” for farm- 
ers of the area. Patent is pend- 
ing on the tool. 

As for the future, Nelson says 
that with increasing demand, he 
may purchase necessary equipment 
and go into a manufacturing op- 
eration — so perhaps a new, 
“homegrown” industry is in the 
making for the Porterville com- 
munity. 

Nelson has two motives. 

“J want to make money out of 
this thing,” he says,” but I also 
think that I have an economical

_All materials used in camp 
construction, except fibre 
glass roofs for the rest rooms 
and concrete for the fireplac- 
es, comes from the immedi- 
ate area; work is progressing 
as personnel is available, 
however other projects, such 
as fighting fire take priority 
of conservation camp person- 
nel. Eventual plan is to build 
a small dam on the stream that 
runs through the camp (the 
headwaters of Bear creek) to 
create a small lake, anda 
general recreation area is 
planned. Finished camp sites 
are now being used by vaca- 
tioners. The new camp is in 
the Redwood country at the 
historic site of the old Fraz- 
ier mill that was active around 
the turn of the century.
